Senses of Plant3. 
The sense most develop ed in p lants 
Is that of sight, which enable s th em to 
see light but not to distingu ish objects. 
This sens e limitation is found among 
m a ny living creatures, such as the 
earthworm, oyster, and 
coral, 
etc., 
which p ossess no localized visual or­ 
gan, but give proof of th eir luminous 
imp ressions by the contra c tions that 
th« *y manifest when exp osed to a ray 
of sunshine. 
Similarly, it is easy to 
gauge the influence of light on plants. 
Cultivate a p lant In a room with a 
window only on one side and Its stalks 
In 
growing will Incline tow ard the 
source of light. Physiologists explain 
this by suggesting that the side to the 
da rk grows more quickly th a n th a t ex­ 
posed to the light. 
T h e r e remains. 
However, the fact that th e p lant has 
1--acted to the light, of whoso effect it 
was conscious. 
A sense common to m a ny p lants Is 
th a t of touch. 
Of this the m os t illus­
